STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

"Hears" Attempting to Cover Kind Stocks 
Smaller Than They Kxpected-A 
Consequent Rush. 

New YORK, Aug. 9. — Pacific Railroad 
bonds closed as follows : Union firsts, HI'-'; 
Union Sinking Funds, 101; Centrals, 101 
bid. Money on call, 3@6. Foreign ex- 
change posted rates sterling, 482J for Go 
days, 486J on demand. Tho dealings on 
the Stock Kxchango were characterized by 
weakness during the early part of the day, 
and in some instances sharp declines wero 
recorded. The "bears" were unusually ag- 
gressive, having been encouraged in their 
operations by tho closing of the Madison 
Square bink. As on yesi crday, the selling 
for the long account was comparatively 
light, a fact which made itselt lolt during 
tho last hour of business, when tho whole 
market took a turn and advanced any- 
where from ono to ten points. 
When tho " bears " attempted to 
cover they found tho supply of stocks much 
emaller than expected, and as a result there 
was a regular scramble to purchase toward 
the close. Tho heavy influx of gold was not 
without its influence in stimulating tho late 
recovery. Tho Bales aggregated 249,176 
shares, including 29,187 unlisted. Specula- 
tion left of! strong in tone with prices in 
sonio instances abovo those of yesterday.

BEFORE DELIVERED. 

The President's Message Found Us Way into 
Print In Advance of Its Presentation. 

New York, Aug. 9.— The Star, to-mor- 
row, will print tho following : " Tele- 
graphic copies of the President's messago 
woro sent to tho afternoon papers on Tues- 
day with tho understanding that they should 
bo printed only when delivered. Tho com- 
mercial Advertiser appeared on tho street 
with it as soon as they received it. Accord- 
ing to the United Press regulation, tho paper 
committing this offence is deprived of press 
servico for thirty duys, and can only sncuro 
restoration after the payment of SI, 000. 
To-day on apology was sent to tho United 
Press, saying the error was caused by tele- 
phoning, and that in futuro tho greatest 
possible caro would be takon to prevent a 
recurrence The explanation offered was 
received, and it was decided to forego tho 
penalty this time. 



Courrressiuan Bland's Speech-DM'er- 
eiicea of Opinion as to tho 
Course to Take. 

Washington, Aug. fl. — Reforo caucus 
met to-day, Representative Bland said tho 
purposo for which it had been called was to 
organize the silver forces, appoint commit- 
tees and prepare generally for the struggle 
beforo them. To tho suggestion that sonio 
silver men would not attend caucus for tho 
reason that they did not want thereby to be 
seen to separate themselves from their 
respective parties, Bland responded that it 
was not expected that much aid or comfort 
was to bo derived from thoso who had net 
the courage cf their convictions. " There 
will be many scalps taken by 
the people beforo tho fight is over," con- 
tinued the apostlo of silver. "There uro 
men here representing freo silver constitu- 
encies who arc panic-stricken and ready to 
yield to the clamor uguiust silver. People 
are not so affooti d when it is cuded, and 
usk their representatives what ailed them. 
Tho people don't conaider tho attack upon 
Sherman as sincere, nor is it to them a ques- 
tion of liist importance. They look upon it 
as a fight between gold men and bi-metal- 
lists, and while they would not bo willing 
to seo the present laws relating to coinage 
unconditionally repealed, what they want 
first of all ij freo coinage of silver." 

Almost every Democratic senator was 
present at tho party caucus held this morn- 
ing. The meeting convened at 10:30, and 
when noon arrived nothing definato had 
been accomplished, and an adjournment 
was taken until the adjournment of the 
Senate Estimates say tho number of 
members who attended tho caucus to- 
day vary from (JO to 125, tho clerk 
of tho caucus fixing tho number at 
93, and Mr. Bland saying ho counted over 
100. The attendance upon tho caucus 
caa hardly bo regarded aa a teat of the 
strength of tho silver forces in the House, 
for the reason given by Mr. Knloe, of Ten- 
nessee. That reason was that tho Demo- 
crats were charged by the peoplo with the 
duty of legislating so us to remedy the 
present depression of all branches of busi- 
ness. A Democratic caucus, and not a 
mixed conference, Bhould havo been called 
to talk over the situation and to formulate 
a plan of relief. Of the entire Tennessee 
delegation, many of which uro in favor of 
free coinage, but ono (Mr. Cox), was 
present at tho conference. Tho same thing 
was true of a number of free silver men 
from other states, who did not desire to 
scerh to Bcparate themselves from their 
respective party organiz itions, even on this 
question. 

Nothing was determined when noon came 
around, but tho discussion was decidedly in 
earnest, and at times thero was a tinge of 
sarcasm in tho tones of thoso who were in- 
clined to look upon the attitude of the 
President, as defined in his message, as 
being in opposition to the platform of the 
Democratic party. No definite proposition 
was advanced and when caucus adjourned 
it was just us much at sea aa when called 
together. Immediately after tho caucus 
numerous conferences were held between 
Democrats and freo silver Republicans of tho 
Bame persuasion, tho result ot which was ap- 
parent UBBOon us the journal was read. Reports 
from members after tho cuucub adjourned 
agreed that no difTerencoof opinion was dis- 
closed in the progress of tho discussion. Tho 
question of the ratio for the coinage of sil- 
ver was not discussed except, incidentally, 
and no specific figure was named in the 
resolution. Resides tho action reported, a 
motion by Mr. Bland was adopted authoriz- 
ing tho uppointmeut of a committee of 
one from each State whose duty it 
shall he to canvass the House, discover each 
member's standing upon the proposed bill 
and see that every friend of tho measure is 
in hid seat and ready to vote when tho timo 
comes. This committee has not yet been 
named. 

Mr. Bland stated oftcr the caucus that it 
had been in every respect satisfactory to tho 
friends of free silver coinage. Tho " Steer- 
ing committee " which had been numed, he 
Bsid, would probably meet tho committee of 
unti silver mi n to-morrow, and discuss tho 
details of the bill outlined in the resolution 
adopted. " Wo will require umple 
time," remarked Mr. Bland, " to carry 
out tho terms of the resolution, 
and I do not aeo how it will 
be possible to come to a vote under a month 
or probably aix weeks. I cannot tell when 
tho committeo will havo its bill ready to 
present to the llouso Tho question of tho 
ratio to be inserted into tho bill was not dis- 
cussed, but it ia apparent^ hat^somo of the 
free silver men uro satisfied that tho present 
ratio of Hi to 1 should bo changed. Wo 
shull probably vote upon the present ratio 
of 10 no 1 and if that is defeated then 17 to 
1, and bo on up to 20 to 1 if necessary." 

Ono Senator who occupies a high position 
in finance and whoso leaning towards freo 
silver is pronounced, declared positively, 
" You can set it down as a certainty that 
the Sherman act will not be ropealed un- 
conditionally." On the other hand, some 
Senators who have sided with the President 
said, rather despondently, while no tangible 
advance had been made towurd tho point 
whero tho party could bo regarded as 
united, they had not abandoned hope that 
efforts in that direction might eventu- 
ally reault in aucceaa. It ia gath- 
ered from this thut tho conditional 
proposition ia gaining in strength, and that 
certain of the ultra silver men aro prepar- 
ing to follow in tho direction indicated by 
the leaders in tho silver caucus in tho House 
to-day, namely, towards repeal with freo 
coinage at increased ratio. Neither party 
in tho Senate has ever been ahlo to ciucua 
with completo success on the subject of ail 
vor, and to-day the caucus was no exception 
to the rule. Soon after exhausting the pos- 
sibilities of tho debate, the caucus fell buck 
upon the oft-tried experiment of delegating 
to a committeo tho task of endeavoring to 
arrange a plan of business thut should be 
satisfactory to all sides. 

Mr. Gorman, the chairman of tho caucus, 
waa authorized to appoint this committee, 
and tho caucua itself adjourned, aubjoot to 
bis cull, wh ich will bo iBSued as Boon ns tho 
committeo has reached an agreement and ia 
prepared to submit a report for action, 
Mr. Gorman subsequently called into con- 



sultation Senators Gray, Runaom und 
Voorhees. Sonator Cockroll was in- 
vited to remain in the room. 
All of theso Senutors, with tho ex- 
ception of Senator Gray, wero members of 
tho Democratic caucus committee of the 
last session, and although Mr. Gorman had 
uot mado his uppointmonta at the 
timo of tho consultation, their presence 
gave color to the speculation thut they 
would be named ua members of tho caucus 
committee. 

In the course of tho caucus, Mr. Bland 
presented tho terms of the proposition made 
to him by Mr. Bourlto Cochrane on behalf 
of the unti-ailveritrs for an immediate dis- 
cussion of tho whole silver question. This 
proposition, it is understood, inoludos the 
limitation of the time within which a vote 
should bo taken, tho number of tho amend- 
ments to bo offered to the meuBuro intro- 
duced for discussion, nnd the munner 
of disposing of the subject. It could 
bo made effective, of course, by the 
consent of tho silver men, und that 
they havo an opportunity to consider 
it, was one of tho principal reasons for hold- 
ing to-day's caucus. Every one who talked 
about tho proceedings this afternoon nvoid- 
od any mention of tho views of tho members 
upon this subjoct, but tho tenor of them 
may be fairly judged by tho language of the 
reaolution adopted and that ef Mr. Bland. 
The inference seems to be that the proposi- 
tion of tho anti silvermen wus not accept- 
able to the advocates of freo coinage und 
for tho present, at leaat, thero would bo 
" no general consent " to arrangomenta for 
the discussion of tho bill to repeal tho 
Sherman law.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Irish Members and Their Status in 
the British House of 
Commons. 



Mr. Balfour's Proposition Voted On, 
and Defeated by Thirty 
Majority. 



LONDON, Aug. 9.— In the Houbo of Com- 
mona to-dsy, Mr. McCartney, Conservative 
member for the Southern diviaion of South- 
ampton, moved tho adoption of an amend- 
ment to the Homo Rule bill, providing in 
effect that tho Irish membera who shall bo 
retained in tho Imperial Parliament ahull 
oto on uny bill, motion or amendment ex- 
cept motions that may be mado amendatory 
of the Home Rule bill. This amendment is 
the ono that Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, tho 
Conservative leader in the House, intended 
to introduco last Monday when tho bill 
came up on the report stuge, but which his 
absenco from tho House at the timo pre- 
vented him from doing. 

During the debute on the motion, Right 
Hon Joseph Chamberlain, Liberal-Unionist 
leader, denounced the strategy of the Gov- 
ernment by means of which u scheme was 
imposed on tho House giving tho Irish mem- 
bers who should be retained the right to 
oto on nil questions. The best and the 
only just arrangement would bo the total 
exclusion of the Irish membera from West- 
minster. 

Mr. Henry Laboucberej Radical, said that 
if tho Irish sat in Westminster for party 
issue purposes thero would be two 
majorities in the House, which would 
destroy tho foundation of parliamentary 
government. The House hud either to udopt 
retention or full exclusion. If tho bill waa 
a complete measure of home rule ho would 
vote for full exclusion. It waa not a com- 
plete measuro and the Houae must therefore 
awuit tho end of tho probationary period, 
when full Home Rule would be given before 
Bottling tho ultimate status of the Iriah Im- 
perial parliament. 

Mr. Labouchere's romarks wero greeted 
with cheers. 

The diviaion waa then taken, and Mr. 
McCartney'a motion waa deafeuted by a 
vote of 221 to 181.

The Changes in the Esquimau Arma- 
ment and Fortifications- Guns 
of Most Recent Type. 

Important Mail Regulations — New 
Postage Stamp— Navigation of 
Kooteuay Lakes. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug. 9.— Goneral Herbert re- 
turned to-day from a visit to Goderich, 
whero the Ministor of Militia is staying. I 
am now in a position to give aomo informa- 
tion with regard to tho proposed military 
changes consequent upon the proposed 
construction and manning of tho fortifica- 
tions nt Esquimalt, A detachment of Royal 
Marine artillery, consisting of about twenty 
mon, at the present timo en route to Canada, 
who are expected to pass Winnipeg about 
the eighteenth, will arrive in Victoria about 
August 21. This detachment will bo fol- 
lowed next month by another of about SO 
men, making a total of 100. Tho reason 
why all are not aent out together waa be- 
cause nearly all tho Royal Marines on home 
sorvice have been engaged in the naval 
manoeuvres off the Irian coast. Ab soon as the 
first contingent reaches Esquimult "C" bat- 
tery of Canadian Artillery will como euBt 
but the precise destination of tho battery 
has not yet been decided upon, inasmuch 
ns the question of the reorganization of the 
Royal Regiment of Canadian Artillery is 
und>;r oonsideration. Mbjor Muirhead of 
the Royal Engineers, second assistant in the 
Building Works brunch of the Royal Ar- 
senal at Woolwich ia expected in Ottawa 
this week. When he arrives arrangements 
will be perfected for commencing the con- 
struction of the fortifications and pushing 
i,hem to completion. General Herbert says 
the guns which will be placed in tho fortifi- 
cations will bo of the moat recent type. In 
faot the armament will be a very atrong

An act of CongreBS having been puBaed 
prohibiting tho re-tranamiasiou by mail in 
the United States of letters bearing on the 
covers, "ObviouBly intended to reflect in- 
jurioualy upon tho character or conduct of 
tho addressees," nnd the right of nny coun- 
try of the Postal Union to exclude any par- 
ticular class of correspondence from its 
mails by special legislation, being recog- 
nized by the Postal Union, Canadian post- 
masters exchanging mails with the United 
Stutes are instructed not to forward to that 
country, but to send to the dead letter 
office here, letters and covers on which such 
words appear as " Bad debt collecting 
agency," "Collecting and detectivo agency," 
etc. , ns letters with these inscriptions uro 
specially objected to by the United States 
post office aa conflicting with the provisions 
of the act of Congress mentioned. 

A new poatago stamp ot the vnlue of eight 
cents ia now being put into circulation. 
This stump will be available for prepayment 
either of regiatrition fee and postnge com- 
bined or postage only. Five cent regiatra- 
tion atampa will be withdrawn when the 
present supply is exhausted. 

Postmasters are notified that the cancel- 
lation of postngo stamps is not as carefully 
performed at some post offices as it ought to 
be. They are therefore requeated to see in 
futuro that this important duty receives 
special attention. 

Hon. Mr, CoBtigan to-day resigned the 
position of acting Minister of Marine nnd 
Fisheries owing, it is stuted, to a difference 
of opinion with Hon. Mr. Tupper on a 
question of administration. 

Mr. Venning, commissioner to the Rus- 
aiun ialanda of the Pacific arrived ot Yoko- 
hama yesterday ind leaves immediately for 
tho Commander Islands. 

Interim permission has been given to 
tho American steamer Idaho to run from 
Bonner s Ferry up the"Kootenay Lakes and 
carry bonded goods, it having been shown 
to the satisfaction of the customs depart- 
ment that no Canadian steamer ia available 
for the servico and that the concession 
would be of vnlue in ennbling minors and 
others to get supplies in expeditiously. 

Aid. Belyoa received warm greotings from 
his acquaintances.

Not the least interesting feature of the 
trip was that of the cull at Port Essington, 
and which added two new names to the 
passenger list to Alaska and back to the 
port of embarkation — Mr. and Mrs. R. Cun- 
ningham. The wedding, of which all the 
Northland has been talking for months 
paBt, is thus described in tho Alaskan, of 
tho 2nd instant : 

"A unirjue and delightful event was 
chronicled on Monday, the lilst ult., at 
Port Essington, which tho passengers of the 
excursion steamer Islander witnessed. Tho 
event was the marriage of Mr. Robert Cun 
ningham, ono of tho best known men on 
this Coast, and who, twenty-seven years 
ago, came to the Coast, it is said, as a mis- 
sionary, but soon hecumo interested in 
business, and from small beginnings has be 
come a largo proprietor of canneries, mills 
oil rendering establishments, and other im 
portant interests. There is a touch of ro 
manco to this marriuge. On a trip from 
Victoria, only throe weeks before, he met 
a young English lady, who was coming to 
Port KsBington to visit her uncle, Rov. Mr. 
Quinney, rector in charge of the 
English church. Tho now happy groom 
was attracted by her graco and beauty 
and with the diligent industry that 
characterizes him in all his enterprises 
wooed and won her. Tho trousseau brought 
from Victoria arrived on Sunday night on 
tho Islander, and the marriage was announc- 
ed for Monday morning at S o'clock. Tho 
ceremony took pluco in tho English church, 
tho uncle of tho bride ofiiciuting. It is 
probable that nevor in a town so young 
along the Coast over gathered at like cere- 
mony so distinguished a company, as the 
list of tho Islandor'a passengers testifies. 
The church was thronged, while thoso who 
were unable to obtain ontranco surrounded 
tho building. During tho acrvioo Miss 
Holmes, organist of Graco church, Winni- 
peg, preaided ut tho organ, playing tho 
wedding march and accompanying tho mar- 
riago hymns. /The bridegroom, attended by 
two groomsmen, entered and was soon 
joined by the bride, loaning on tho arm of 
Mr. John Cunningham, und accompanied 
by Miss Lizzie Beoknell, her Bister, and 
Miss Johnson as bridesmaid. Tho briclo 
was beautifully dressed in a oroam silk 
gown with veil and orange blossoms, and 
passod through tho trying ordeal with dig- 
nity. Showors of rice fell upon tho happy 
couplo as they left tho church, preceded by 
tho bund. A big reception took place at 
tho Hotel Eaaineton, and after tho bridal 
couple hud hoarded tho Islandor she weigh- 



ed anchor and took tho happy pair with her." 

Tho samo number of tho Alaskan alao 
contains tho following : 

" Tho gunboat Piuta, uftor rocoiving her 
mail, brought up by the Queon, immedi- 
ately started for a trip to Prince of Wales' 
Island, on Thursday last. Soveral troubles 
have been roportcd on that island which re- 
quire official attendance. At Klawack, 
there is u difficulty between tho salmon 
cannery and the natives about fishing 
grounds. At Shakan tho old complaint is 
repeated about tho natives distilling 
oooninoo, and at Karto Bay, tho head ot 
Kasan Bay, a witch case is reported which 
neods suppression by tho officers of tho law, 
as tho poor native who has been denounced 
as a witch is subjected to all kinds of hor- 
rible tortures. Assistant District Attorney 
John G. Brady und Deputy Marshal and 
Interpreter (Jco. KostromotinofV accompany 
tho Pinta from here and will bo joined at 
Wrangoll by Commissioner Win. A. Kelly. 
It is to be hoped that tho oflicurs will bo 
able to apprehend the guilty parties and 
thereby bring them to punishment.'' 

As cargo on the down trip tho Islander 
had 'J, 01)0 cases of salmon for Bell-Irving & 
Pateraon, Vuncouvcr, from tho British 
American Packing Co., und 300 for Turner, 
Beeton ■& Co. , from Inverness. There were 
also 3,100 cases of empt y tins, which, owing to 
the slackness of tho run, tho B.A.P. Co. 
find they will be unable to till, and which 
they are accordingly shipping to tho Fruser. 
Two thousand cases of empties were ulso 
brought down from Inverness, returned for 
the same unsatisfactory reason. On tho 
way down the Queen was passed, and the 
rivals gravely and politely saluted by dip- 
ping their flags. 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The "Alexandra" ami "St. Paul'' Seizures- 
Captured Smuggling Craft Uu- 
known Here. 

A slight mishap befel tho steamship 
Miowera just as alio was lucking from the 
wharf and about to sail for Vancouver, yes- 
terday afternoon, and she was consequently 
detained in port two or three hours. In 
order to effect a quick turn alio was swing- 
ing out from tho wharf by means of her 
stem line, which, under the great strain, 
gave way, and beforo the propeller could be 
stopped the ropo tangled round the wheel 
and shaft. Tho vessel then hud to tie up 
again, and it was with a considerable 
amount of difficulty that tho rope was re- 
moved. The greater portion of tlie ship's 
freight waB for here, and was discharged at 
the outer wharf. 

HARD LUCK. 

Tho seizuro of the otter hunting schoon- 
ers Alexandra and St. Paul by tho U. S. S. 
Richard Rush is pronounced by tho Sun 
Franciaco correspondent of tho Fur Trade 
Review rather severe on the captains and 
owners, us the lutoat Departmental circular, 
regulating tho taking of fur-bearing animals 
in Alaska, was not issued until April 14, 
while these vessels went to sea in February 
and not, from that time until their arrest, 
touched any port whero information could 
have been obtained. 

STRUCK A SANDBAR. 

The AlaBkan steamer Queen is said to 
have run ushoro on a sandbar at the Killis- 
noo fishing grounds on her last trip down. 
Tho accident occurred about 2 o'clock in tho 
morning at low tido. Sho was not injured, 
and tho incoming tide lifted her off in about 
three hours' time. The pasaengera, who 
were all aaleep, were not aware of the acci- 
dent. As the Queen went up, alio stopped 
for a short time at the fishing grounds and 
3,000 pounds of halibut were caught in 
three hours. 

A si VST Kit v. 
It could not bo ascertained along the 
water front yesterday what sloop was seized 
for smuggling by the Port Townsend cus- 
toms officers on Sunday last. Collector A. 
R. Milne a ays ho knows of no auch craft be- 
longing to Victoria that would be engaged 
in the business, although tho vessel mi^ht 
have hailed from this port, but still not be 
long here. 

LUMBER KO It CHILI. 
Four boats are at present loading lumber 
for Chili at Vancouver, American bark 
Sonoma, (iritiah Bhip Gainsborough, Chilian 
ship India, Chilian bark Elisa. Chilian 
Consul M. P. Morris reports the trade as 
improving in Chili now. 

MARINE NOTKS. 

Capt. William Brown, owner and com 
mander of tho sealing jehooner Mary Brown, 
will shortly leave in his trim little craft 
for his home in Alaska with the expectation 
of returning to Victoria before very long 
About two years ago Cupt.

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TO BUILD SURFACE DRAINS. 

Contracts Awarded for Two Sections 
of the Work.— Corporation to 
Do a Third Section. 



Alexander Murray Succeeds Robert 
Chipcliase as Sanitary Inspector 
—By-Laws Repealed. 

The City Council were in session two 
hours and a hulf yesterday, the greater part 
of tho time being devoted to tlio consider- 
ation of tenders received tor tho construction 
of surface drains. Thene had been Imndurt 
at u previous meeting to the City Engineer, 
who was requested to verify tho figures and 
Hee that nil details of the specifications had 
been complied with. Ho was ready with his 
report when the Council met, and announced 
that tho several tenders were substantially 
correct, a few clerical errors having, how- 
ever, been detected which threw out the 
totals, the city being bound to estimate by 
tho prices and quantities, and not a possibly 
erroneous total formed upon them. lu the 
tenders of Messrs. Coughlan & Mayo, after 
presenting their offer in detail, u memo, was 
found deducting a certain sum in lump from 
the amount of the bid ; with this reduction 
Mr, Wilmot found tho lowest offers for the 
work to be undertaken, as below : 

James Bay Drain No. 1— Coughlau &Mayo, 
S9,117,:«l for brick drain. 

James Bay No. !2— II. If. McDonald & Co., 
S5,l'51 /or i lie St. Georgo system; Uoughlnn & 
.Mayo S5.S33 80 for brick. 

Spring Ridge— Coughlan 85 Mayo, SS.'Jiio for 
brick. 

AlD. Styi.kh, after the tenders had been 
placed in the bands of tho Mayor, remarked 
that it would perhaps be well for tho Coun- 
cil to consider the propriety of undertaking 
tho construction of one of the required 
drains by day labor. This would afford uti 
opportunity for tho working elaEses of the 
city to get buck a portion of their contribu- 
tion to tho public treasury in taxes, and 
would afford relief to a deserving element in 
the community who were now suffering 
through not being able to secure employ- 
ment. As a teBt tho smallest drain might 
be so proceedeel with, and it was quite 
probable that the city would save money 
directly — an indirect saving would certainly 
be effected. 

Ald. MuKh.lican sadly shook his head. 
He had seen theso testa made before, ho 
said, and the city invariably lost money. 

Then the Council, in the freedom of com- 
mittee of tho whole, proceeded to discuss 
the tenders, each alderman looking at them 
in a different light from that enjoyed by his 
neighbor. Some were favorable to the day 
labor proposal ; others held that it was ex- 
pensive and only brcught forword to in- 
fluence the vote at the approaching munici- 
pal elections, which were now not so very 
far away. Others were inclined to think 
that Coughlan & Mayo's lump reduction, 
attached as a rider to their tender, could 
not be considered, as tho Council was 
bound to the quantities and prices as per 
specifications, and it was not shown where 
the cut was to be made. Still others could 
not see how the Council could be asked to 
consider tentlcrs showing unintelligible in- 
terlineations and addenda, aud being, as 
the City Eueineer had testified, full of 
mathematical inaccuracies. 

Confusion worse confounded was, os one 
alderman ejuoted, the order of the hour, and 
to lead the way out of the fog, 

Ald. Baker moved, seconded by Aid. 
Munn, that the contraot for the construc- 
tion of the James Bay drain No. 1 bo 
awarded to Coughlan & Mayo at §9,147.30. 

Ald. Styles objected. As no one ap- 
peareel to understand the tenders and no 
two opinions harmonized, might it not be 
well to refuse all — no tender was necessari 
ly accepted— and have tho work done by 
day labor under the supervision of the City 
Engineer and corporation foremen. 

This proposal wus not received with fav. 
or, Aid. McKillicuu again (shaking this head 
even more emphatically and explaining that 
in all his experience in municipal work he 
had never once known of work being done 
for tho Corporation as cheaply by duy lubor 
as by contract. It was ridiculous to sug- 
gest it. 

Ald. Hendeksok did not aeo why, All 
that was needed was to secure a good super 
intendent and a good foreman, for a. small 
job like this James Bay drain, No. ^,atall 
events. 

Acain Aid. Baker camo to the rescue with 
a definite resolution. He moved, seconded 
by Aid. Munn, that tho contract for the 
construction of James Bay drain, No. 2, 
and the Spring Ridge drain be let to H. II 
McDonald & Co., at $5,285.57 and §9,784 
respectively, Coughlan & Mayo being given 
tho contract for the James Bay drain, No. 
1, at §9,147. 70, theso figures being the low- 
est according to the rates and quantities, a 
lump reduction not btdng allowed to re- 
ceivo consideration. 

Ald. HENDERSON was ready with an 
amendment. He proposed to award the 
contract for the James Bay drain. No. 1, 
and for the Spring Ridge drain according to 
Aid. Baker's resolution, leaving the James 
Bay drain No. 2 to be, undertaken by day 
labor on the St. Georgo system. Mr. Wil- 
mot had made a hurried examination of the 
figures and, allowing for contractor's mar- 
gin of profit, found that the work should bo 
done for the amount named in the tender. 
Then why should not the city do it and 
save the contractor's profit, while at the 
same time placing in employment thoso who 
sorely needed tho opening of the door to 
enable them to support themselves and their 
families? Even if it cont the full price 
named in the teueler, it would be better for 
the city to do tho work by day labor and 
relievo tho necessities of the deserving 
working class. 

Ald. MILLER ventured tho comment that 
for the Council to embark in any public 
' work ut this end of tho year, almost on the 
eve of both municipal and provincial elec- 
tions, was practically to invite tho sharp 
criticisms of tho public press. He woulel 
not be a target, however, and so did not 
object strongly. 

To meet the views of Aid. Henderson unci 
the seconder of his amendment, Aid, K ilter 
volunteered to alter his resolution, award- 
ing by it tho two contracts only — for the 
James Bay drain No. 1, and for the Spring 
Ridge drain— leaving James Bay drain No. 
2 to bo subsequently dealt with. 

Tho amendment was withdrawn and the 
resolution unanimously adopted, the tenders 
for the James Bay drain No. 2 being refeired 
to tho Sanitary committee and City En- 
gineer, from whom a report is to be received 
at tho next regular meeting as to the advis- 
ability of the city undertaking tho work by 
day labor upon tho St. Georgo system, tho 
question as to whether or not material hi 
immediately available being the most im- 
portant presenting itself. 

The committee of tho wbolo then roso re- 
porting tho several resolutions to tho Coun- 
cil, by whom they wero adopted. In open 
Council, 

Tho MAYOR referred to tho employment 
of Mr, Blackwood as superintendent of 
drainB. Tho Engineer had informed him 
that it wna necessary that Superintendent 



Andorson givo his undivided attontion to 
tho brick sewers in order to protoot the 
city's interests, and heuce Mr. Blackwood 
whs an ubsoiutoly essential ollieer. 

Ald. 15RAGC1 objected on general principle 
as the engineer should have re ported through 
the oommitte to tho Council. The mutter 
was accordingly allowed to drop, as was 
also a suggestion by the Mayor that the 
City Clerk's office staff ho reduced, ono 
clerk having been rondereel unnecessary by 
the appointment of Mr. Pope to take oharge 
of tho polico court work. 

Tho recommendation of the Mayor that 
Alexander Murray be appointed sanitary 
inspector vice Robert Chipohaso resigned, 
provoked a lively and for a tinio heated 
discussion, Aldermen Miller, Bragg aud 
Styles expressing theinBolves rather forcibly 
on the fact that no resignation hud been 
laid before the Council; tho Mayor received 
Mr. Cliipohase's resignation and named his 
successor. 

The necessary resolution approving this 
action was passed, despite the motion of 
Aid. Bragg in amendment that all applica- 
tions for tho position bo reael in tho open 
Council and the appointment mado by 
bullot. 

The Mayor held that tho amendment 
came to late; Aid. lirugg had already 
spoken more than ouce. 

The reconsideration and final passage of 
by laws repealing tho Victoria, Saanich and 
New Westminster Railway Bonus By- 
law and amending the Streets By-law com- 
pleted the business of the session. 

THE LOCAL MARKETS. 

Importations From Australia Kelt In the 
Fruit business Though -Not Vet 
In Heats, 

Tho markets this week are well supplied 
with fruit, large quantity of bananas, pine- 
apples, oranges and other tropical produc- 
tions having arrived by the Australian 
steamship Miowera on Tuesday night. The 
Influx, however, bus so far made no chango 
in prices, us it was late yesterday when the 
merchants began to receive their consign- 
ments, belt is probable that before the week 
is over a big cut will be made in many of 
tho quotations. 

So far, the moat trado has not been affect- 
ed by tho importations from Australia, and 
it probably will not bo for some time. 

Vegetables are plentiful, us are also dairy 
products, although in the latter eggs have 
mounted five cents per dozen. 

Grain is steady, flour being in good de- 
mand. Many kinds of fish are at present 
very scarce, and salmon is not coming in 
nearly as fast as it did during the latter 
part of last week. 

The appended retail quotations have been 
altered but in ono instance from those of 
last week, and that is in quoting eggs at 
-10 cents instead of .'S. r > cents.

IN THE SAME BOAT. 

Any man who thinks at all must, in these 
hard times, Bee how closely the interests of 
all claasea in civilized communities are 
bound up in each othor. The injury done 
to one claea, if it is berious, ia soon felt by 
all the others; The state of things which 
embarasses the millionaire will soon be 
found to take tho bread out of the wage- 
earnor'a mouth, and any agitation which 
deeply moves the working claBsea very quickly 
haa its effect upon the busineaa of tho cap- 
italist. Let the manufacturing interest be 
badly hurt and the agricultural and other 
intereatB immediately suffer as if from Byn 
pathy. 

It is curious to see how this identity of 
interest is exemplified by tho present strin- 
gency in the United Statea. It, perhapB, 
first affected tho capitalist class. A number 
of ita members feared that the currency sys- 
tem of the United Statea waa not aound,aud 
they therefore rcatrieted their operations. 
Money in consequence becamo scarce, and 
money in these days is the 
life's bloorl of business. The bankers soon 
felt the ill effects of the trouble, and it 
quickly extended to the merchants, the 
manufacturers, tho farmers and to the work 
ingmen. All folt tho effects of the depres 
sion, and tho workingmau, perhaps, more 
severely than any of the others, for contrac- 
tion of business meant to him either loss of 
work or leasening of wages. We see in one 
column of a nowBpaper accounts of the 
failures of banks, and in tho next wo read 
of an agitation caused by an attempt to cut 
down wages or of the suffering to working- 
men caused by the loss of employment. It 
was the contemplation of this state of 
things which, no doubt, moved the Ameri- 
can statesman whom tho President quoted 
in hia speech to say : " The very man of 
all others who has tho deepest interest in a 
Bound currency, and who suffers most by 
mischievous legislation in money matters, is 
tho man who earns hia daily bread by his 
daily toil." None of tho othor classes 
suffers more in a period of depres- 
sion than the working clans, for tho reason 
that tho daily toil is necesaary to enablo 
tho workingman to got his daily bread. His 
savings are usually not largo and his credit 
ia soon exhausted. If the bad times continuo 
long, he must suffer first privation and then 
want. Tho sufferings of the other classes 
are koon and hard to boar, but they aro 
chiefly mental Buffering. The agony of tho 
honorable and industrious man who sees his 
business slipping away from him, and who 
finds that it will bo impossible for him to 
moot his liabilities, is perhaps in one sense 
as great as that of tho solf-respecting work- 
ing man out of employment who does not 
know where to turn or ,what to do to got 
bread for his children. 

The general suffering which hard times 
bring on should convince men of all classes 
and all occupations that there ia audi a 
thing in modern society as a community of 
interest. We boo that what hurtB ono class 
hurta all claaaea, no matter how far they 
may appear to bo apart. It followa, 
thon, thut it ia not only right but 
necessary for men to consider each 
other's interests, for, rightly understood, 
no class is antagonistic to any othor clans. 
It ia really tho intorest of oach class to do 
what lies in its power to assist tho other 
classes. There ia a noblo kind of eelliahnoiia 
in this mutual helpfulneas, and soctoty can 
never prosper as it ought to prosper and as 
it can prosper until men see that it is their 
intorest aa well as their duty to help oach 
other. Tho idea that thero is any class 
which Ib necessarily antagonistic to tho 
other oluases ia a mistaken ono, and has 
been productive of much mischief, A tinio 



of trial and stress liko tho present Bhould 
convince men of this, and should show thorn 
that all aro in tho same boat, and that they 
are fools if they don't keep stroke. 

THE GOLD PRODUCT. 

Thero aro nervous people who Beom to bo 
afraid that tho world's supply of gold will 
soon ho exhausted. Thero is not much fear 
of this. They should remember that gold 
is not oasily lonsumed. Itj certainly doec 
loso weight when in constant use, but it 
must tako a very long tin-.o indeed to wear 
out a solid gold ornament or oven a gold 
coin of any size. And it should be remem- 
bered too, that additions aro being continu- 
ally mado to the world's stock of gold. As 
by far tho greater pirt of tho old gold re- 
mains aB valuable, or almost us valuable, aa 
over it wus, every ounce added to the 
atock is, in a aenso, a permanent addition. 
Gold ia not liko wheat or tho thousand other 
commodities which aro eouBumod directly 
they aro produced and the supply of which 
must bo constantly renewed, in orderto pro- 
vent scarcity. Gold lastB long and it ia 
carefully preserved, it doea not, liko moat 
other good things, perish with tho using. 

Besidea, men aro continually mining for 
gold, and discoveriea of gold-bearing lodes 
and reefs aro made every year. South Africa 
haa been found to bo rich in gold. The gold- 
bearing reefs discovered ut Johannesburg 
ure exceedingly productive and would of 
themselves prevent tho world's stock of 
gold materially diminishing for soma time 
to como. The output of theso South Afri- 
can mines has been increasing wonderfully 
of late years, uud tho prospect is that it will 
go on increasing for some time to como. In 
KSS7 tho product was 43,155 ounces; in 
1SSS it was 218,121 ounces; in 1891 it was 
729,238 ounces and in 1S!)2 it waa 1,210,802 
ounces. During the first six months of the 
present year 664,971 ounces have been turn- 
ed out and the yield is still increasing. 
And Africa's g(fld producing capabilities 
are only beginning to be known. 

Then gold is being produced in other 
parts of the world in considerable quanti- 
ties. The United States addod to tho gen- 
eral stock laat year 1,596,375 ounces und 
the year beforo 1,604,840 ounces. Austral- 
asia produced in 1891 1,518,935 ouncea and 
in 1892 1,638,500. Tho gold product of 
Russia has been during the last two 
years 1,167,374 ounces and 1,248,135 
ounces. British India's output last year 
was 117,900 ounces. The yield of 
tho countries wo have named is 87 
per cent. of tho world's aupply of 
gold. In somo of these countries tho yield 
of gold is on tho increaao, and before their 
mines are exhausted new deposits will, no 
doubt, bo discovered. No ono yet know 
for instance, tho gold-bearing capacity of 
British Columbia. Tho day may not bo far 
distant when in gold producing it may rival 
Australia or South Africa. 

From all this wo see that thero is no fear 
of the world not having gold enough for its 
uses. Those who say that tho supply of 
gold ia nearly exhausted do not know what 
is going on in tho world, and they have no 
idea of tho quantity of the precious metal 
that lies hidden within reach in the rocks 
and mountains of different parts of the 
world. 



A DISLOYAL AO ITA TOR. 

Mr. Mercier, who was hurled from power 
by men of his own race and roligion because 
he was a corrupt and an extravagant ruler, 
has been trying to make the Americans of 
the Now England States believe that 
French Canadians were driven out of 
Quebec by tho harshuess and injustice of 
British ru!o. Ho ia reported as telling tho 
New Englanders that tho French Canadians 
"como to this country to gain an honest 
living, which they were denied in their 
own country on account of the narrow 
English constitutionandinflueuces they lived 
under." Continuing he Baid : "They who 
were driven out of the Province of Queb 
by the constitution and non-progreseive 
policy of that country as she is ruled by tho 
English, were more than able to hold their 
own in another free republic." Mr. 
Mercier, in attributing tho exodus of 
French Canadians to British misrule, 
well knew ho was Baying what was 
not true. Tho French Canadians are 
a Bolf-governing people Great Britain does 
not interfero with them in tho slightest de 
groo, and they havo their full representa 
tion in the councils of tho Dominion. On 
tario, for instanco, ia aa much governed by 
French Canadians as Quebec is by Ontario 
men of British extraction. In fact, thero 
are many in Ontario who believe and Bay 
that the French of Quebec, have more than 
their fair share of influence in tho Govern 
ment of tho Dominion. Bo this as it may, 
it ia well known that the French population 
are in the enjoyment of every right and 
privilego that tho inhabitants of tho other 
provincos of the Dominion enjoy. If tho 
Province of Quebec has bad latvs, and is, 
as compared with Ontario and tho Maritime 
Provinces, in a backward condition, its in- 
habitants have only to blame themselves. They 
make their own laws, they manage their 
own affairs, they adhere to thoir old cus- 
toms and traditions. They, in fact, livo in 
overy way precisely as they please. They 
could not possibly have moro freedom under 
any Government, and certainly not under 
tho Government of tho United States. 

It is just possiblo that Count Mercier may 
do some mischief among his own country 
men, for littlo as ho deservos it, ho is still 
regarded as a great man by somo ot tho 
habitants of his nativo province. He may 
by rouaing race jealousies and antipathies 
onuso Bomo of tho most ignorant among 
thorn to boliovo that they aro ill-usod by 
tho EugliBh, but wo boliovo that thero ia 
sufficient intelligence, honesty and good 
sonso anion u tho French Canadians to pre- 
vent Mr. Mercior in hia role of demagoguo 
and agitator doing any serious harm oven in 
Quebec. 



HOPEFUL. 

Tho establishment of a line of steamships 
botween Australia and British Columbia 
meota with tho warm approval of men in all 
tho Antipodean colonios. Tho Colonist, 
published in Maryborough, Queensland, in 
a vigorous article on Trading with Canada, 
says : 

Hero is tho gorm of u great Undo, if tho 
enterprise of citizens on both sides of tho 
water will only nourish it and sneourago its 
growth. Thero can be littlo doubt that 
many of tho natural products of Queens- 
land, which, in respect of this now export 
trado, ia moro favorably situated than tho 
other colonies, will ultimately find a ready 
and ever increasing market in, at least, tho 
WtHtern territory of Cauuda. Apart from 
tho general trade which it is to bo hoped 
will shortly spring up between tho colonies 
and Canada via her western port, it iB in- 
teresting and important for us to consider 
what opportunities tho new venture offers 
to our own district in the way of un export 
trade, and how they could bo best secured 
und utilized. 

This is pleasant and hopeful. Tho fol- 
lowing ia tho concluding paragraph of tho 
articlo : 

If wo aro ever to got a good footing in tho 
narkets of Canada, now is tho time to go 
about it. There should bono difficulty in 
getting somo experienced citizen to under- 
take this tiiBk, and tho expense mutually 
bomo by those ohlefly interested should be 
trifling. Regarded even in the light of a 
speculative venture, it ia a good one, and 
worthier of support than many that have 
in the past been entered into with much 
avidity and little reason. At the best wo 
shall lay the foundation of a flourishing ex- 
port trade shipped at our own port, and at 
the worst we shall have much valuable in- 
formation for our future guidance. 

A GOOD WITNESS. 

Tho farmers of the Eastern Townships of 
tho Province of Quebec havo every oppor- 
tunity of knowing how their neighbors on 
tho other side of the national boundary line 
live und thrive. Tho Huntington Gleaner 
is published in one of thoso Townships. 
Referring to tho report of tho Leeds farm- 
ers, that paper says: "From personal

beyond the path of the distant Neptune. 
They get the name Pcrseids because the 
point from which they start is situated in 
tho constellation of Perseus. The earth 
every year about August 10 plunges into 
tho meteor zone, and its citizens are sure of 
a fair display of young cotnots. Many of 
them will, perhaps, he disuppointing bj- 
cause of their smallness, as thero will be 
scarcoly any tail to them, und the eye will 
not bo caught by them us quickly as by 
thoir more brilliant and larger brothers. 
Occasionally, however, the patient watcher 
will be rewarded with the sight of a yellow 
star, folluwed by a shadowy streak forming 
as it Hits over tho sky a picture ub bountiful 
as it is evanescent. 

O.nk of the most interesting competitions 
in penmanship, perhaps, ever hold in the 
Province, was decided in the city yester- 
day. Mr. E J. O'Sullivan, C.E., who has 
four times running been awarded the first 
prize in penmanship against competitors 
from all Canada, a few months ago organ- 
ized a class in penmanship, at his Business 
College, on Government streot. Under his 
instruction his pupils havo advanced with 
remarkable skill, and for tho purpoao of de- 
ciding which ono waH tho moat proficient in 
handwriting, a competition was hold. Of

Ho 
handled tho boundary questions with the 
United States und Guatemala andnegotiated 
the reciprocity treaty with tho United 
States, resigning tho post of minister at tho 
expiration of the term of President Gonzalez. 
President Diuz reappointed him in 1884, 
and ho has held tho placo ever since.

The desired opinion of tho Attorney-Gen- 
orul in regard to tho employment of teachers 
on special subjects wus received through tho 
Superintendent of Education und is us fol- 
lows : 

VlOTOniA, B. 0., Aug. 9, 1893. 
Silt : — Referring to a commuuiuution from 
Mr. B. Williams, secretary of tho Victoria 
Board of School Trustees, under date the 
26th of July, ult., and laid by you before the 
Hon. Attorney-General, wherein his opinion 
is usked as to tho employment of uncertifi 
cuted teachers for special subjects and thei 
payment out of school funda, I havo been 
directed to inform you that the Attorn 
General is of opinion that Section 52 of tho 
Public School Act is sufficiently broad in its 
expression to cover tho ease of all teachers 
whether during school hours or ufter. 

The policy of the School Act of thia Prov- 
inco ia to require that all persons who uro 
iutruatod with the tuition of children in the 
public schools should previously pass before 
a Board and satisfy such board that they 
aro intellectually and morally lit to under- 
take the charge. Tho fact that the subjects 
they teach are specialties, though it may 
affect ono brunch of the examination which 
teachers havo to pass, in no way relieves the 
Examiners from tho duty of satisfying 
themselves that the applicants uro fit and 
proper persons to bo granted certificates. 

It may be added that the above policy is 
not peculiar to this provinco but is a feature 
in the educational systems of all advanced 
states ut the present day. Any practical 
inconvenience may be surmounted by tho 
provisions us to temporary certificates.

This vir- 
tually prevents the employment of teachers 
of special branches.

The com- 
munication wus filed. 

The resignation of Mies P. E. Armstrong 
as principal of tho Girls' school wus re- 
ceived. The Secretary of tho Board waa 
instructed to inform Misa Armstrong of tho 
regret felt by tho Board in losing her ser- 
vices. 

Two applications for the position of prin- 
cipal for tho Girls' school, frfim E. E. Syl- 
vester and M. Williams, wero received and 
laid on tho table. President Hayward'a 
view that other teachers in the school wero 
in u position for promotion wus assented to 
by the Board.

Australian Federation — Larrikinisin 
Rampant— A Great Military Review 
—Canadian JStcamshii) Subsidy. 



Successful Canadians and British Col 
umbiaus— An Old-Time Fraser 
River Captain. 

(From the Colonist's Special Correspondent ) 

Stone*, N. S. W., July IS, 1893.— The 
almost peDornl suspensions of tlio grout 
banks of Australia appears from tho des 
patches to be a topic of discussion all over 
the civilized world, but these disasters, 
which would have paralysed an ordinury 
community, seem to havo given only a 
temporary check to business in theso colon 
ics. Tho principal sufferers by the suspen- 
sions wero thoso who had money on deposit 
at current account. This class havo for tho 
most part been altogether deprived of their 
money for tho present, as under tho recon- 
struction schemes they cannot now with 
draw their deposits for several mouths or in 
some caseB for several years. They 
will contiuuo to bo allowed the interest 
ugreod upon, und tho inconvenience will bo 
greater than the actual losa x In Llie 
meantime tho looking up of so much money 
has had a very injurious effect upon trade. 
Retrenchment is the order of tho day by 
the Government, by private individuals and 
by business corporations of all sorts, and in 
consequence a very largo number of men 
havo been thrown out cf employment. Tho 
prospects for thoso aro very poor, as in tho 
present state of tho .financial market few 
largo undertakings aro likely to ho pro- 
ceeded with. The Government have come 
to the relief of tho unemployed by tho 
establishment of shelter houses and food 
kitchens, and fortunately there is no dan- 
ger of starvation. Neither is tho cost of 
relief very excessive to tho Government in 
this land of cheap meat ; and tho distress 
amongBt tho workingmen is not felt to so 
keen an extent as would be the caso at tho 
corresponding season — winter — in any other 
part of tho world. Hundreds of men aro 
content to sleep in the parks— on tho sod or 
on tho benches, and there is no interference 
by park policemen or otherwise An order 
to " move on " would be futile, as the men 
have nowhero to move to. 

Contemporaneously with all this enforced 
idleness there has been a general strike 
amongst tho sailors and firemen of the 
coastal and ocean-goir£ steamers on account 
of a proposed reduction in wages. Hitherto 
the rate of pay has been £1 und .t'9 por 
month for sailors und firemen respectively. 
In consequence of the dulness in trudo the 
owners have felt compelled to reduce these 
rates to £5 und £1, und the general strike 
has been the consequence. It has been 
maintained stubbornly for the past two 
weeks, but the crews which have deserted 
have been replaced by other men not per- 
haps so expert but who serve the purpose, 
and tho main result has been inconvenience 
to owners and passengers and loss of wages 
to the strikers. Thero are indications that 
tho strika will be declared off in the course 
of a few days. 

A remarkable event was the sailing of the 
"Royal Tar," two days ago, with upwards 
of two hundred passengers— men, women 
and children— bound to Paraguay, to form 
an "ideal" settlement in tho interior of 
South America. They will c*ll their settle- 
ment "New Australia " Their leader is 
William Lane, an Englishman by birth, a 
compositor by trade, und a "journalist" by 
evolution. Mr. Lane drilted oarly to 
Socialism, and was also a strong trades 
unionist, tuking a leading part in labor 
movements. His "New Australia" enter- 
prise has engaged his attention for three or 
four years, and tho foundation of this colony 
is to be laid sooner than even ho had 
expected. Becoming convinced that the 
Boohil revolution which ho desired to see 
uoulu not bo achieved in this or any other 
civilized country through tho medium of 
trades unions or parliamentary action, ho 
concoived tho idea of starting this new col- 
ony in a country sulliciently remoto from 
civilization to prevent a collapse owing to 
small cuuses of dissatisfaction. Agents 
were sent to South America, land was se- 
cured in Paraguay, und a few months ugo a 
.sailing ship, the "Royal Tar' 1 ; was pur- 
chased to tako tho colonists to their new 
home. The coloniats havo been making 
their preparations tor two or throo years, 
fl-ie men V-lllhg part are strong unionists, 
used to working together, and include rep- 
resentatives of all branches of labor, "men 
who have shorn in tho bush and hammered 
in tho workshops". The association of 
which tho two hundred passengers by the 
"Royul Tar" are the representutives, has a 
membership of ono thousand. Every 
adult male member has had to pay 
down at least .COO beforo embarking. 
Consequently tho luzy or indifferent work- 
ers, the habitually unemployed, have had 
no chance of joining. Lane holds that in 
order to make the colony a success it is ne- 
cessary to entirely shut the people off from 
their old associations. In Australia the 
half-hearted and dissatisfied would soon 
drop out of the colony and return to their 
homes. In Paraguay all must stick to- 
gether, for the country ia ono in which the 
white man, depending on his own exertions, 
cunnot readily gain a living ; hut with tho 
capital tho association possesses, it is con- 
fidently expected that the members will get 
a good living out of the soil, They believe 
the land to be (lowing with milk and honey, 
and that they will have merely lo ticklo the 
eurth to havo it "laugh back finite und 
flowers. "The constitution is settled on 
absolutely democratic lines. There is" to 
bo no distinction of sex. Every 
member alike is to havo un equal share in 
tho general property und equal voting 
power, whilst the only form of government 
will be a director, elected by a two-thirds 
majority, aided by a kind of advisory board, 
chosen in the same way. Tho power of the 
President is to be supreme ; there is to be 
pructioally no control over his actions so 
long us ho has tho support of a majority of 
the community. 

In connection with the seamen's strikes 
there havo been so-called attempts at 
"dynamite outrages," similar to thoso not 
long ago reported from tho American side 
of the Pacific. Tho similarity extends to 
tho fact that in each case the dynamite has 
been found just beforo the time had come 
for it to do damago. Ono is led to tho con- 
clusion that no damago was really intended, 
but thut tho intention was merely to scare 
tho owners into submission. Tho Govern- 
ment of Now South Wales has offered a 
reward of CI 00 for the discovery of tho per- 
sons supposed to bo guilty of two of theso 
" outrages " at Newcastlo, N.S.W., a few 
days ago. 

The Queensland-Noumea cublo, which it 
is expected will in timo form part of tho 



trans-Pacific connection with Canada, has 
been completed in England and tho oablo 
ship sailed on Juno, 17. Tho work of laying 
will probably begin in September. Tho ship 
is a. vessel of .",000 tons, and will curry one 
thousand miles of c.ihle ou board for tho 
first section. 

As an inciilont of tho bank failures, Sir 
Matthew Uavies and Frederick Millldgo, 
two directors o[ tho Mercantile bank, are 
to bn prosecuted at the Criminal sittings of 
the Supremo Court for Victoria, at Mel- 
bourne, ou an indictment for conspiracy to 
defraud. Tho investigation of the bank's 
affairs disclosed somo very queer proceed- 
iues on the part of tho directors, but it ia 
doubtful whether an indictment can to bub- 
tained. Tho case of the Meroantilo Bank 
is an exceptional ono, as there aro no alle- 
gations of fraud in connection with tho 
general suspensions. The great trouble bun 
been that tho banks havo over traded in 
proportion to their available capital. 

Tho last step taken in the promotion of 
Australian Federation has been the passage 
of tho following resolution at a public meet- 
ing held in Sydney last week at the instance 
of Attorney-General Bartons "Resolved, 
I That it is expedient to advance the cause 
of Australian Federation by an organization 
of citizens owning no class distinction or 
party allegiance, and using its best energies 
to assist Parliamentary action, from what- 
ever source proceeding, calculated to farther 
tho common ouuso of Australian patriotism. 
2. That there now bo formed an Australian 
Federation League, open to all adult citi- 
zens, for tho purpose of advocating, pro- 
moting, and, after its attainment, defending 
tho Federal Union of Australasia, on hucIi 
lines as may be constitutionally approved by 
all the colonies concerned, after further de- 
liberation und report by assembled repre- 
sentatives of each." 

Tho New South Wales government pre- 
scribe a bread und water diet tor prisoners 
during stated period* of their incarceration. 
Last week Richard Hawkins, serving six 
months, committed Biticide, it is alleged in 
consi quenoe of tho dopression of tho mind 
following tho bread und water diet to which 
he had been submitted every alternate 
week. The coroner's jury in returning 
their verdict in accordance with the facts, 
added a rider to tho effect that in their 
opinion a bread und water diet was alto- 
gether iusiitlicient and detrimental to tho 
health of prisoners. 

A peculiarly Australian institution which 
is just now the subject of more than ordin- 
ary public attention uutl indignation is 
" larrikinism," or, us it would bo called in 
America, hooillumlism.|The difference is that 
the Australian article iH more thorough-go- 
ing, and that tho "push-gang," as the lar- 
rikins uro called, have no scruples whatever 
in bringing about tho death of any ono who 
has incurred their animosity. A couple ol 
weeks ugo they sot upon an innoffen- 
sive man near the whnrves in 
tho heart of the city and trampled 
him to death. What they had against 
him ia unknown. The affair took placj in 
daylight, so bold were the "pushers," und, 
in consequence, it has been comparatively 
easy to identify them. Nino of the gang 
havo been committed for trial. So general 
has larrikinism become, that a public meet- 
ing in reference to its nuppression was liuld 
the othor day, tho Mayor presiding. A 
resolution was carried expressing the opin- 
ion that the time had arrived when a rigor- 
ous enforcement of existing laws should be 
undertaken by tho authorities for tho sup- 
pression of disorderly conduct, and if theso 
luwa were inadequate, the meeting appealed 
to the Legislature to pass such measures as 
might be necessary " to strengthen the 
hands of the authorities in coping with the 
evils of larrikinism and ruffianism, so rum- 
pant in certuin localities." 

r\ great review of tho military forces of 
Sydney — pructioally of New South 
Wales — was held on Saturday, tho 
8th, "by Major-General Hutton, the 
commanding ullicer, who has lately 
arrived from England. The force paraded 
to a total strength of :i,7(>'2 ollicers and men 
and 409 horses. The branches represented 
were the mountain brigade, three regi- 
ments; the artillery, 1 1 butteries and com- 
panies; the engineers, four companies; the 
infantry, nino regiments; and the naval 
forces, thrco batteries. They were mus- 
tered on Centennial Park, one of the scores 
of public places ia Sydney and vicinity, and 
this park is so extensive that the immense 
array of men had plenty of room for all 
their movements, including skirmishing and 
tho defenco of a position against a sup- 
posed enemy, without the tens of thousands 
of spectators interfering in the least with 
tho movement a. The sloping hillsides of 
the park gave the spectators an uninter- 
rupted view. As a parade ground this 
place has certainly not its equal in Canada, 
and indeed it would be hard to surpass it 
anywhere in tho world. New South Wales 
has adopted a serviceable brown uniform in 
place of the familiar Imperial red and blue. 

There is no lack of variety in tho pro- 
gramme' of the Now South Wales Rifle As- 
sociation. In addition to thosp Dreviausly 
provided for, three eccentric matches have 
just been put upon tho list for the forthcom- 
ing prize meeting. One of theso — to be 
known as the Duff match, named after the 
Lieutenant-Governor, who bus just taken 
ollico — provides £'2~> for prizes to sections of 
four for a mounted mutch, the conditions to 
be named by General Hutton. Another in- 
cludes prizes of £30, £15 and £') for com- 
petition amongst sections of one officer, one 
non-commissioned officer and eight men for 
shooting, riding, jumping and for making 
the best aggregate score. Tiiia competition 
will bo known as the Hutton mutch, und the 
General has offered a challenge shield in 
connection with it. The third new event is 
a battle-tiring match for teams of eight men 
with sergeant, the competing teams to 
march three and a half miles and fire six- 
teen volleys at distances between six hun- 
dred and two hundred and fifty yards. Six 
prizes are offered, besidea a £75 challenge 
shield. 

In the Legislature of Queensland, at 
Brisbane, to-day, Sir Thomas Mcllwruith, 
the Premier, announced that tho Govern- 
ment did not propose to ask this year for a 
subsidy for the Canadian-Australian 
Steamers. They had, ho said, ceme to this 
conclusion on account of tho depression of 
business and the necessity of a general 
cutting down of expenses. If it were later 
decided to grant tho subsidy he thought that 
tho matter of calling at Keppel Hay, us well 
us ut tho port of Brisbane, in Queensland, 
would have to be considered, us tho north- 
ern part of tho colony is now badly off for 
such communication. Though this positive 
announcement is a disappointment, tho re- 
fusal for tho present is not unexpected, us 
Queensland has had to reduce salaries and 
dispense with officials in every department 
of tho Government servico. Next year, 
whon tho success of tho lino is apparent, tho 
subsidy will perhaps be given aa an induce- 
ment for calling at a Queensland port. 

Georgo Hyrncs, of Victoria, who has been 
spending a few months visiting tho scenes 
of his boyhood in Australia, is at present in 
Sydney. He has enjoyed his holiday very 
much, but looks forward with pleasant an- 
ticipations to his return to Victoria, which 
will bo by the Warrimoo, next month. 

Andrew Holland, of Holland B rolhcrs, 
tho official reporters of tho Senate at 
Ottuwu, wus ut Sydney when tho Miowera 
arrived, on tho Oth, but left two days later 



for Capetown, South Africa, on the steamer 
Port Pirie. He is accompanied by his 
nephew, William Holland, They catno 
hero from Ottuwa about ten months ago, 
Mr. Holland's main purpose being to intro- 
duce into Australia und establish ugenoies 
for the phonograph and tho Smith Premier 
typewriter, tor which he holds general 
agencies for Canada. These talking und 
writing machines are a strong combination, 
and Mr. Holland made very satisfactory 
connections. Ho Iiub similar business to 
transact in South Africa, where he will 
spend Borne months, going thence to Eng- 
land and returning home, at Ottuwu, about 
Christmas. 

W. A. Bingham, ono of tho puBsengcra to 
Canada by the Miowera, is of tho firm of 
Fisher k Llngharo, of Sydney, who havo 
Mr. Holland's agencies for Now South 
Wales. Mr. Linghum is a Canadian, tho 
pretty little town of Belleville, Ontario, 
being his native placo. Beforo leaving 
Canada ho made a good name for himself 
amongst tho amateur bicycle riders, being 
recognized us a hard man to keep up with in 
a road ruce, Ou tho commercial track ho 
has likewise come to the front. From 
Canada ho went to West Superior, Wiscon- 
sin, and Bpent fivo yeurB there, becoming 
connected with tho Nutionul Cash Register 
Co. , and bo came hero as their agent about 
four months ago, Mr. Lingham is well 
satisfied with tho prospects horo in his 
lines, and will return hero after a couple of 
mouths on business in the United States 
und Canada. 

Another Canadian vvh" has done well 
here is Mr. G. B, Rowley, of tho Halifax 
family of that name, who in fifteen years 
business bus well established himself here. 
Ho hus several important agencies in the 
wholesale liquor and kindred lines und has 
also followed up his old profession of 
draughtsman, somo of tho moat valuable 
maps of New South Wales und other co' 
onies being his work. Mr. Rowley is Be 
rotary of t lie Rosohill Racing Club, who 
have one of the prettiest und best managed 
tracks in this land of horse rucing, und the 
Rosehill events uro very popular with the 
public. Mr. Rowley is a brother of the 
manager of tho E. 15. Eddy Mfg. Co., of 
Hull, Que. 

Did timers in British Columbia will be 
glad to hear of Captain Alexander S. Mur- 
ray, a pioneer of navigation on tho Sacra- 
mento in 1819, on the Willamette, Oregon, 
In lS.'il und on tho Eraser river in 1858. 
('apt. Murray says ho hud command cf the 
first ateumer which run on tho Fraser, tho 
Governor Douglas 1 , which was built by tho 
Victoria *and British Columbia Steam 
Navigation Co., and launched ut Victoria in 
December, 1858. In 1800 ho had com- 
mand of the Col. Moody, the second steamer 
on the Fraser. He left British Columbia in 
November, I860, in his osvn barque, tho 
.Sea Nymphe, for Melbourne. His opera- 
tions here may bo briefly summed up in the 
statement thut ho has designed and placed 
three steamerB ou the Murruy river, in 1861, 
1862 and 1865, one on tho Cluthu river in 
New Zealand in 18(5!$, and one on the 
Huwkesbury river, New South Wales, in 
1887. This last is the General Gordon, an 
excursion steamer plying from Sydney, and 
it hus since the first been in command of 
Cupt. Murray, upon whom tho weight of 
three score and six years sits lightly. Ho 
says he has n warm heart for his old associ- 
ates in British Columbia und Oregon, and 
hopes to see some of them when he visits 
that part of the world, one of thoso years. 
Captain Wm. Irving, the father of the pres- 
ent Commodore of the C P.N. line, was one 
of those most intimately associated with 
Cupt. Murray.

RATES AND TAXES BY-LAW, 1893. 



rplIK Municipal Council of tho Corporation 
-L of the City of Victoria enacts as follows:— 

Sec. 1. There is hereby settled, imposed and 
lovicd. and there shall be raised and collected 
squal rate of thirteen mills on tho dollar 
upon all land upon t,he assessment roll for tho 
year lfc'jn of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria, at its assessed valuo thereon. 

Sec. 2. There Is hereby sottled, imposed and 
levied, and thoro shall be raised and collected 
an equal rate of twelve mills on tho dollar upon 
all improvements upon tho assessment roll for 
the year 15U3, of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, at their assessed value thereon. 

Sec. li. For the purpose of raising money to 
create a fund to defray expenses connected 
with the Board of Health, all land in tho City 
of Victoria ij hereby assessed at its value as 
assessed upon tho assessment roll of tho said 
Corporation for tho year 1893, and for tho liko 
purpose tlicro shall be levied and collected 
thereon a special rato of six mills on the 
dollar. 

ic. 1. Tho aforesaid rates and taxes shall 
bo due nnd payablo to tho Collector of tho said 
Corporation at his olllce at tho City Hall, Vic- 
toria, on tho thirtieth day of August, A.D. lSSH, 
and nil persons who pay tho aforosaid rates 
or tuxe3 on or beforo tho thirty-first day of 
Octobor.

To Authorize the Sale of Lands within 
the City of Victoria upon which 
Taxes have been due and in ar- 
rear for two years. 



WHEREAS it is oxpediont that all lands or 
improvements or real property within 
the limits of tho Corporation of the City of 
Viotoria upon which municipal taxes have 
boon duo and in arrear for two years shall bo 
sold and tho proceeds applied in tho roductlon 
of such taxes : 

Bo it thorcforo enncted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho Corporation of tho Cityof|Vlc. 
torin as follows : 

I. Tho Collector of tho Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria is hero- 
by authorized and directed whensoever taxes 
on any land or improvements or real property 
havo boon due for two years preceding tho cur- 
rant year, to submit to tho Mayor of tho City 
of Victoria a list, In duplicate of all tho lands
